Winter Furnishes John Settle 


With Chief Duties And Hobby; 


Plows Snow For 20 Winters 


Tile man who probably has had 
more experience with snow' than 
anyone else in Adams county even 
has "snow" in his living room. 
John D. Settle, Seven Stars, has 
one of tile largest Christmas displays 
in the county constructed in his 
home, and "snow” has its part 
tile re. 
But the one thing missing from 
tile huge display is a snowy high­ 
way and a snow plow’ clearing its 
way through tile snow. That should 
be there, for while Settle has been 
adding to his Christmas display each 
year for the past 30 years, he also 
has been engaged in tile removal ot 
snow from the county’s highways as 
an employe of the state Highway 
department during most of the same 
period of time. 
Visitors to the Settle home over 
the Christmas season, and they are 
many, come usually to see the big 
display in the living room at the 
home, and then ask to see the more 
than IOO photographs of operations 
of the Highway department in tile 
county which Settle has collected 
over the past three decades. 
Drave First Snow Plow 
Not included in tile photos is the 
first snow removal unit operated by 
Settle for the Highway department 
— then as a part-time worker — 
prior to 1918. That outfit was a 
grader drawn by a ten-horse team. 
Tile first pictures in the collection 
date from the time when Settle be­ 
came a regular employe of the High­ 
way department in 1918 and became 
the driver of the first truck snow 
plow the county had ever seen. L. J. 
Bucher was foreman for the High­ 
way 
department, Settle its lone 
driver and W. B. Fleming, who drove 
a horse and buggy on official duties, 
was the superintendent. 
The then latest thing in snow re­ 


moval was a plow’ extending 14 
inches above the mold board mount­ 
ed on the front of a White truck. 
Now the plows are five feet In 
height. 
Used Cab-less Tractor 
With the tiny plow and the chain 
driven hard tired truck, Settle kept 
i the Lincoln highway open as best 
he could during the winter of 1918. 
Only the Lincoln highway was 
kept open in January and February 
of 1918, And that was enough of a 
job, Settle recalls. "Seems like it 
snowed all the time that winter," 
he recalls. Such "modern" dlvices 
as chains for cars and trucks were 
then unknown. To secure traction 
the Highway department bought log 
chains and Settle wrapped the log 
chains around the solid rubber tires 
and fastened the chains with bolts. 
"The truck had a chain drive and 
the chains on the tires were break­ 
ing all of tile time and breaking 
the chain drive, thus stopping the 
truck." Settle recalls. Curtains were 
used as a windshield for the truck, 
he adds. 
But even the curtained windows of 
the first truck were an improvement 
on what came a few years later. 
“We secured a tractor for tile army 
and made a snow plow- out of that. 
For a year I drove that tractor, 
I sitting out in all of the snow' and 
wind." Settle still gets chills think­ 
ing about how cold that was. The 
following year a cab was constructed 
over the tractor and th at at least 
kept off the biting cold of tile wind. 
"Nowadays we complain if a little 
cold gets through the cab doors; we 
have heaters ana can keep the trucks 
warm and comfortable. But then we 
knew' nothing of warmth through 
the winter months.” he says.

A quick check-back in most of our

Surely you know the tto ry -o r 
variation thereof — of the dead 
man in the subway? If* a typical 
rumor-story that flares up with the ! 
regularity of a chain letter craze 
Uke all Rood rumors, it invariably 
happens to a good friend of your 
best friend. 
This woman friend of a friend of 
yours was going home late one night 
in the subway (Metro. Paris; Un­ 
derground. London) and a couple 
of tough-looking men came in, sup­ 
porting between them a passed-out 
drunk. Your friend’s friend buried 
herself In the newspaper (magazine 
ct book* and a few stations later 
looked across the aisle. The two 
toughs had gone, but the dumk was 
•till there, staring at her. Well. sir. 
just about then, the train went 
around a curve and the man slid 
to the floor. Dead as a herring, he 
r was. drilled neatly through the head 
fcheat dr heart > 
Another Old One 
That's an oldy I’ve told it myself 
about the friend OI a friend—and 
believed It. 
The ''Polish Murderers” saga is 
another traditional bit of rumor— 
and it pops up from time to time 
as gospel in some of our most re­ 
putable newspapers — and from a 
number of different countries. 
That’s the one about the boy who 
left his native land when young, 
came to America and made a pile 
of money. Finally he decides to go 
back to Poland (Italy. Prance. Spain 
—any place! to see his aged parents. 
So he loads himself with gold. re­ 
turns to the old home place one 
evening, and—Just for the fun of it— 
decides not to reveal who and how 
rich he is until he gets up in the 
morning. The old Jolks are very 
hospitable T hat’s ri^hu During the 
night the poor old parents kill and 
rob him 
Of course, it Is always 
told as happening to somebody only 
a couple of acquaintances away 
from the teller. 
“Atrocity" Story 
A typical war-time rumor—and 
during war times rumors really fly 
—is the hoary sad tale of Little 
All’s Stamp collection. That one. a 
very popular basic plot during World 


Atom Poisoning Is 
Effective For Years 


Oak Ridge, Term. (A*>—Proof that 
the harm done to heredity by radio­ 
activity can lie dormant many gen­ 
erations. and then act like poison, 
has been found here in the biology 
division of the Oak Ridge National 
laboratory. This happened in para­ 
mecia. 
slipper-shaped, 
single-cell 
creatures that live in fresh water 
ponds. Paramecia differ from men 
by reproducing for 20 generations or 
more without mating. 
In this m ateless period, a para- J 
mecium simply divides into two to 
reproduce 
After a score or more 
such generations, the slipper-shaped 
animals pair off and mate X-rays 
were given to the paramecia during 
the mateless period These rays have 
the same effects as those of radio­ 
active atoms. All during the no­ 
mating generations, nothing hap- j 
pened 
After mating it was different. The 
paramecia in the succeeding* gener­ 
ations were less vigorous. This loss 
of vigor was permanent. It appeared j 
even though only one paramecium 
among the ancestors had been given 
only one shot of X-rays. This de­ 
layed poisoning is like the harm ex- j 
petted in human beings, never yet 
found though known in certain ani­ 
mals and plants. In human beings 
the theory Is that radioactive dam ­ 
age to heredity will not show up un­ 
til after mating, and probably not 
until after many generations. 


War II. actually was told during 
the Civil War days. 
Heres one version: An American 
flyer was shot down and 
tAken 
prisoner. His family received a let­ 
ter from him. sounding as things 
were not too unpleasant in his 
prison camp But the last line said: 
"Soak off the stamp. Olve it to little 
Alf for his stamp collection." 
There was no little Alf in the 
family, but the stamp was soaked 
off anyway. And under the stamp 
the horrified family found written, 
starkly: "They’ve ripped out my 
tongue (or cut off my feet)." This 
was a good story, except prisoners 
of war didn t put stamps on their 
letters.

And the next time I hear about 
how they've found a leper working 
in the factory* that makes my favor­ 
ite brand of cigarettes, I ’m not 
going to believe a word of it. That 
one has been kicking around since 
the days of Sir Walter Raleigh.

New Year’s Eve confetti whirls, 
colorful costumes and mountains of 
paper decorations make for a gay 
welcome to 1949 but also present a 
serious threat of fire, according to 
figures of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters. 
Dried out trees, green wreaths, cot­ 
ton snow, and other Christmas or­ 
naments may still be up by the time 
New Year’s parties bring their own 
dangers in the form of party favors, 
costumes and decorations. A care­ 
lessly thrown match as the party 
mellows, would wreak havoc. 
The fire experts advise celebra­ 
tion with a pre-party thought to 
safety. 
By the time New Year’s arrives, 
most Christmas trees in 
steam- 
heated apartments and homes have 
withered. Take them down before 
the big night, they suggested, m ain­ 
taining that most people keep up 
their trees too long for safety. 
Don’t use flammable decorations. 
If you’re planning a party, make 
certain there are enough ashtrays 
around the house. And don’t use 
lighted candles as decorations. 


Chicago (An—-Traffic experts are 
stressing psychology In an effort to 
save some of the estimated 4,000 
lives lost annually in this country 
through automobile accidents in­ 
volving teen-age drivers. Ideas of 
speed and safety, they hold, are 
developed before youngsters actu­ 
ally begin to drive. 
“You can teach teen-age boys and 
girls the mechanics of operating an

Tile great events of the day will be 
brought to the classroom. A class of 
medical .students may witness a den­ 
tate surgical operation performed 
hides away. A whole school may see 
J he President address Congress. 
2 There are great opportunities 
for presenting educational courses In 
the home. Such classes not only 
would supplement classroom work 
but would also offer classes in adult 
education and specialized courses for 
the person who has completed his 
schooling but wants to keep up with 
developments in his profession, 
fireat Possibilities 
Educators emphasize the possibili­ 
ties of smoothing human relation­ 
ships, and relationship' between na­ 
tions, because programs may Increase 


understandings. This is possible be­ 
cause they can reach many more 
people than classrooms can, and can 
reach them throughout their lives, 
keeping them abreast of events and 
issues. 
There arc two ways that radio and 
television instruction may be popu­ 
larized One Is for the commercial 
stations to present educational pro­ 
grams. The other is for schools and 
colleges to operate their own sta­ 
tions. Already dozens of programs 
suitable for classroom and home 
work are offered by commercial ra­ 
dio broadcasters. And hundreds of 
schools use thew programs. 
In addition the Federal Communi­ 
cations Commission has Just relaxed 
its rules for the operation of FM 
radio stations by schools and col­ 
leges. Office of Education officials 
say the Important fact about this 
relaxation of rules is that It means 
more schools ran afford their own 
FM radio stations. 
One official estimates it is possible 
for a school to obtain a .sending sta­ 
tion for as little as *2,500 for the 
transmitting equipment and $2,500 
for a studio. Facsimile also is car­ 
ried on the PM channel. Facsimile 
will reproduce charts, a page of 
reading material maps, photographs, 
musical scores and many other types 
of educational information in the 
home. 
Have 20 Channels 
Twenty PM channels have been 
set aside by the FCC for the use of 
non-commercial 
educational 
sta­ 
tions This means that as many as 
iO educational stations can operate 
in every area, including large cities. 


Officials of the Office of Education 
say Station WH AS in louisville, Ky .. 
is making radio history by roojierat­ 
ing with the University of Louis­ 
ville in broadcasting the first college 
course for credit ever offered by a 
standard 
broadcast station. Many 
other commercial stations offer some 
educational programs. 
Hut only ri4 standard stations arc 
opeiated by educational institutions 
and only 20 non-commercial educa­ 
tional EM stations. Franklin Dun­ 
ham of the radio section oi the O f­ 
fice of Education says about 200 
Schools and colleges are planning to 
apply for FM licenses. 
Iowa blate college at Antes, Iowa, 
is the only college with a television 
station in operation, but at least five 
others are planning to have stations 
soon Because of expense, television 
sending stations may be beyond the 
reach of many schools and colleges 
But Dunham says it may be possible 
to set up cooperative centers where 
a group of educational institutions 
would establish radio and television 
stations 
and 
produce educational 
movies. These programs and pic­ 
tures would be available to all the 
educational Institutions in the area.

Iii U4(l the last of the White 
Rajah.;, Sir Charles Vyner Brooke, 
reded Sarawak to Britain. On July 
I, 1L46, it was annexed as a crown 
colony Controversy has raged over 
the annexation ever since. The heir 
presumptive to the throne, Capt. 
Bertram Brooke, and his son, An­ 
thony Brooke, claim the ret don was 
illegal 
and

annulled, 
Their case is in the courts of the 
Sultanate

Brunel 
in 
Borneo. 
Eventually it is expected to go to 
th*1 Privy Council, Britain’s highest 
Judicial body.

AGE IMPROVES 
LETHAL PAINT 


Gainesville, Fla. (/TV-P aint treated 
to kill insects becomes more rather 
than less poisonous as time goes on, 
studies by the University of Florida 
indicate. The University's engineer­ 
ing 
and 
industrial 
experim ent 
station made tests with insecticidal 
paints, lacquers and varnishes over 
a two year period, 
"It was observed th a t the coating 
surfaces did not become less toxic 
but rather, became more toxic with 
age,” S. S. Block of the experim ent 
station reported. He said the in ­ 
secticide appeared 
to force itself 
gradually to the surface of the paint 
to form tiny crystals. H ie crystals 
were produced because the paint 
was so full of the poison th a t it 
threw some of it off from time to 
time. 
Because 
of 
this 
characteristic, 
posion which was lost through wip­ 
ing or washing the painted surface 
was replaced shortly after being re­ 
moved. One test, m ade with asphalt 
varnish mixed with DDT. showed 
the posion crystals appearing as a 
white dust on the surface of the 
painted article. 
Crystals Reappear 
"W hen the surface was wiped with 
a cloth, the crystals were removed 
and the surface was as black as 
when the coating had been applied. 
W ithin three to four days after re ­ 
moval of the dust, it had again re­ 
appeared." Block said. "ThLs pro­ 
cess was repeated several times with 
sim ilar results. Even after several 
m onths, when the same surface was 
again wiped clean, the crystals of 


Order Removal Of 
German Inscriptions 


Prague, (VPV—The Prague city a d ­ 
m inistration has dug up an old order 
th a t O erm an inscriptions on tom b­ 
stones m ust be removed, and a n ­ 
nounced th at removal m ust be done 
by the end of this year except where 
removing the lettering would deface 
other a rt work on the grave stone.

—Sixteen nations 
now are receiving radioactive bio­ 
topes, by-product* of the atomic 
bomb 
project, 
from 
the 
United 
States. Six others have qualified to 
receive such m aterials. 
This means th a t thousands of 
scientists in Europe and other parts 
of the world have the opportunity to 
participate In or observe isotope ex­ 
periment* and results. It doesn t 
mean we are giving these other na­ 
tions a glimpse of our atomic se­ 
crets. 
Opens New Field 
Radioactive isotopes are element* 
such as iodine, gold, tin and zinc 
th at contain radioactivity. Except 
for 
this 
radioactivity 
they 
are 
Identical to regular elements. The 
radioactivity I* produced as a by­ 
product of splitting atom s, or by 
exposing element* to an atomic pile. 
Making them 
radioactive 
is like 
placing a bell or a headlight or a 
tag on an element. The radioacti­ 
vity marks them as plainly as if 
they were ringing a bell or glowed 


like a light. Here s w hat this means 
to a scientist: 
He can place these radioactive ele­ 
ment* in soil. He can detect them 
as they are absorbed by plants th at 
live in the soil. He can detect them 
In the body of a cow th at has 
eaten the p lant th a t grew in the 
soil. Or he can feed them to an ani­ 
mal, or inject them into an animal 
body. Then he can detect them as 
the circulation carries them through 
the organs of the body. 
In fact the possible uses of these 
isotopes in nearly all branches of 
science seem almost unlimited. They 
have opened up a whole new field of 
study for research scientists. Before 
the atomic project such radioactive 
isotopes were produced only at great 
cost, and in m inute quantities. Only 
a very few chosen scientists could 
work with them . 
Now the U. S. isotope program 
produces 
them 
in 
comparatively 
large quantities and makes them 
available to thousands more scien­ 
tists. The isotopes were made avail­ 
able to foreign scientists because 
the U. 8. wanted their aid in at­ 
tempting to solve as many scienti­ 
fic mysteries as rapidly a* possible. 
Sim ple Q ualification* 
Any nation m ay apply for U. 8. 
radioactive 
isotopes 
and 
receive 
them merely by meeting a few sim­ 
ple qualifications. T he most Im­ 
portant qualification is th at the 
foreign scientists <as well as Ameri­ 
can! m ust give other scientists per­ 


mission to visit their laboratories. 
They also are urged to publish the 
results of their experiment*. The 
purpose of this requirement is to 
distribute the information as rapidly 
as possible among all the world's 
scientists.

Oeorge W ashington's advice was 
sound, they say, but only as applied 
to the problems of his time. We have 
twice learned that we are inevitably 
drawn into any world war. they 
continue, and now we are faced with 
a new d an g er-th e worldwide th reat 
of Communism 
The consequences 
of our joining the Atlantic Unton 
are freely admitted by its sponsors; 
I I t would mean increased m ili­ 
tary expenditures Formation of the 
union would be an empty and d a n ­ 
gerous gesture if each country did 
not strengthen IU forces as much 
a possible. There would be m utual 
assistance, but most of it would 
inevitably come from the United 
States. 
Estimates Of Cost 
Estim ates of the cost to us of 
m ilitary supplies for the W estern 
nations in the first year range from 
>1.000.000,000 to >3.000,000.000. 
Our own armed forces say diplo­ 
m atic sources, should not be weaker 
than planned in last year s m ilitary 
program And some experts now say 
that the >15,000,000.000 defence bud­ 
get which the President is said to 
contem plate 
would 
not 
provide 
money enough to make possible the 
expansion whicfe was planned last 
year.

It was 
this act 
which 
Sen. Vandenberg 
<R-Mich>. chairm an of the foreign 
relations com m ittee, sought to pre- 
,-crve when he was helping to draw 
up the charter of the United Na­ 
tions. He and others there insisted 
that the charter include a statem ent 
that the U nited Nations endorsed 
regional arrangem ents. 
Such a regional arrangem ent for 
the W estern Hem isphere was later 
formalized in the Reciprocal Assist­ 
ance T reaty a t Rio de Janeiro. 
If the U. S. joins the Atlantic 
Union, and if some nation invades 
one of the m em ber nations within 
tile next two years, the people of 
I this country would have no further 


chance to express their opinion as 
to the te-auo of peace or war. It 
would be up to Congress to imple­ 
m ent the agreem ent; land a new 
Congress will not be elected until 
1950. 
D iplom atic officials say, however, 
that 
th e 
people 
have 
expressed 
widespread approval of such a pact 
Iii letters and editorials. They add 
that public opinion detectors find 
that the public's chief concern is 
over the cost in dollars and the e f­ 
fect on taxes. Both major parties 
included In their platform s-in the 
last cam paign an endorsement of 
the principle of the Atlantic Union.

MEANS IS TOLD 


Washington ol’-—What 
do 
they 
mr un when they talk abord “more 
help for China?” 
Will any amount of American 
assurance ever put China on her 
Ueet? How much would it coat to 
produce in China the kind of eco­ 
nomic rehabilitation we hope to 
achieve in the Marshall Plan nations 
of Europe? 
According to the Chinese govern­ 
ment's own records, we hove spent 
'inc** the war's end 1518.300,000 in 
Chinese civilian relief, nearly all 
of i* a gift. In addition we have 
loaned China *152 900.000 for re­ 
construction. 
Now in the Economic Coopera­ 
tion Administration ‘ ECA) program 
for China, we are spending *275,000,- 
000 additional for economic assist­ 
ance. None of these figures in­ 
cludes the large sums spent since 
the war, and SIHI being spent, on 
military aid. 
What has been the result up to 
now? 
An ECA spokesman says "the eco­ 
nomic position of non-Communist 
China is continually deteriorating,” 
inflation getting worse all the time. 
Lately, he addr., the volume of ex­ 
ports and the flow of goods from 
the country.1 ale into the m ajor cities 
have fallen off sharply. There is a 
growing reluctance of farmers to 
sell IMocl.stuffs for depreciating paper 
money. 


Print More Money 


The Chinese government\ deficit 
amounts to 65 to 70 per cent of total 
r xpenditure*, he says. That means 
that 
the government collects in 


revenue only 30 to 35 per cent of 
the money it needs to keep going. 
To pay Its bills, it can only print 
more paper currency 
The immediate cause of China’s 
acute economic troubles is, of course, 
the civil war, eating up government 
revenues, diverting manpower from 
constructive 
work, 
disrupting 
es­ 
sential services and preventing the 
Increase of production. 
The latest disaster has been the 
loss of Manchuria, which is richer 
in resources than any other region 
of the country, Tile Communist*, 
in finally lopping off the province, 
took away the Nationalists’ most 
valuable asset. 
If it had not been for the Civil 
War, in the opinion of one ECA 
expert on China, the UNRRA pro­ 
gram alone would have been suf­ 
ficient to restore China at least to 
the economic position she held be­ 
fore World War II. 


, Millions Not Enough 
Leaving the civil war out of con­ 
sideration, however, what would it 
cost to put Chino on her feet eco­ 
nomically? 
The 
ECA 
spokesman 
says the *275.000,000 his agency is 
spending is not enough to "stem the 
tide 
of 
economic 
deterioration ” 
And th ats all anybody ever hoped 
it would do. No one expected the 
sum to start the work of recovery. 
President Truman, in asking Con­ 
gress for ECA funds for China last 
February, said only that the as­ 
sistance he proposed “can assist in 
retarding the current economic de­ 
terioration and thus give tile Chinese 
, government a further opportunity 
to initiate the measures necessary 
to the establishment of more stable 
economic condltioas.” 
Secretary of State Marshall in 


his plea to Congress for the ECA 
funds for China saki only that they 
would "help retard the present rapid 
rate of economic deterioration. 
The ECA spokesman says that 
the *98.000,000 worth 
of 
supplies 
which were delivered by ECA to 
China in the first six manilla of 
the program had made a vital con­ 
tribution in several key sectors of 
the economy Without them, he says, 
Hie 
situation 
undoubtedly 
would 
have been worse. 
"There is no doubt,” he says, "that 
they have been of substantial bene­ 
fit in sustaining public morale, in 
preventing 
widespread 
starvation 
and unrest and in keeping essential 
economic functions and public serv­ 
ices going.” 
As long as the war continues, we 
can hardly hope to do any more 
than help the government ease the 
economic pressures. If we want to 
end th* war. one State Department 
spokesman says, it might cost *5.000.- 
000.000. 
Slow Process 
If the war were to end, however, 
the expert on China believes that 
American 
dollars 
and 
technical 
help could bring about a true re­ 
habilitation Even if the lines were 
stabilized in their present positions, 
with Manchuria permanently in Red 
territory, South and Central China 
have unexploited resources, which 
could be developed sufficiently to 
put Nationalist China on her feet. 
If Manchuria were regained and 
peace came, the Job would be much 
easier. He reckons that *1,500.000,- 
000 
to 
$3,000,000,000 
could 
start 
China on the road to prosperity. 
It would have to be spent over a 
period of years, lie said.
